Ho said ‘I will tell you you have 

got enoinies, not exactly nomics, bat men 

whe mean to get you out of the way, and 

thoy will do ae, You had hotter got aut 

quietly and happily.’ Tsaid *Tdo not know 

what you think, Tam a fighting man, and 


pubic ‘docs, aupport the man who does his 
hext (cheers). ‘It is not everybody that 
dvos go, and especially, I think, is the want 
of that duty nvticeable in some, at any 
rate, of the newspapers of this country 
{atucts). During the whole of this-war, 
roni the very beginning of it, some of 

the leading nowspapers of this “country, 
and especially those of this Met-opolisy 
haye, apart from where thoy bad expeciat 
things thoy were. obliged to put in, 
dovoted more space to finding fault with 
their countrymen than thoy have to prais- 
ing them (hear, hear). I tell you, tadivs 
and gentlemen, that the result of that has 
been, in my humble belief, to a groat ox- 
tent, ono of the causes of the continuance of 
this war (hear, hear). There are lots of 
gallint Englishmen, Seotchmen, and Trish- 
men who will risk their lives for their 
country at anybody's bidding, but when it 
coines to risking their lives and to knowing 
that if they are not successfal it is not only 
their lives, but their fair fame. their charne- 
tor, and their conduct that will be assailed 
bya certain number of writors in the Press, 
and that their belongings will be struck at 
by them in on unfair and an improper way, 
then, I think, you ask almost more than 
human endurance ean carry out (cheers) - 1 
am here, talking to members of the Natal 
Army, and in that Army wo had o gallant 
fellow, as gallant » follow as, L believe, 
has over been in any Army.

The message I had to send to Sir Georga 
White wns that I had made the attack and 
that I had failed, and that I could not 
possibly:make another attempt fora month, 
and then I was cartain I cvuld only do it 
hy stow fighting and not by rushing. That. 
was the message I had to send, and had to 
ask him certain questions. I wrote a 
telegram out and look«d at it two or throe 
times, and said,.‘Tt is a mean thing to 
gend u telegram like that, Ho ina gallant 
fellow. He will sit still to the end.’ I was 
in command ; whatever responsibility there 
waa there was mine, and I thought, ‘ ought 
T not to give him some help, somo assist- 
ance, and seme lead, and gomothing which 
if it came to the last absolute moment, 
would have enabled him to say, © Well, 
after ull, I have Sir Redvors Buller’s, as 
my commander, opinian in favour of this,’” 
‘therefore, I spatchoucked into the middleof 
the telegram # sentenco in which 1 suggested 
that it would he necessary to abandun—to 
surrendor—the garrison; what he should | 
do when he surrendered, nud how ho should 
do it. £ put it between one question he 
had to answer, and followed it with another 
question, I did not like to suggest toa 
man I believed to be a brave mat anda 
good soldier—I did not like to suggest that 
he should do this, or that, or other, but I 
stuck that into the thing simply because if 
he ever hud to give up, it might. he some 
sort of cover ton finan whom I thoughtin 
much greater difficulty than I was. myself. 
That was the telegram. Now I challenge 
the Timex fairly to put forward their seribe 
‘Reformer,’ to bring him down into 
the ring. Let us know who he is, by 
what right he writes, what his name 
is, and what authority he has, Tet him 

ablish this telegram. I know whore 
itis, Tbelieve, It is in the hands of the 
Editor of a° Magazine who, some years 
ago, made himsclt rématkabla—natoricus 
—not, I should think, popular—by raking 
over tha garbage of 1 fifty-year-old story, 
and dishing it up hot, and inaulting-an 
old and valuable public sorvant. That ‘is 
where it ix, It must have, been: sto- 
len, because it was 8 eypher telegram 
addressed to Sir George White, and 
perfectly secret, 1 challenge them to 
produce it, und say how they gut it; and 
when they do that I will publish thecertified 
copy of the telegram I sent, and the public 
shall judge me. “I am quite ready to be 
judged (cheers), Let it be understood that 
Linake that challenge asa whole. Please 
be careful about this, Me Times reporter : 
T say ‘the whole thing,” because that is a 
part. They are not going to draw me by 
euying that I have got a thing and then not 
produce it. They ure to publish the telo- 
gram if they have got it, and say how they 
got it; and I will thea put my official tele- 
gram down, It hurta no one olse but mo 
(laughter). Tineke this statement tu save 
my friends. I have not been drawn as re- 
gurds myself, but I want to keep my own 
people out of the newspapers. ;
